The Attorney-General is a master of

the courtroom, But, is he, as the chief 
law officer of the Commonwealth must 
be, a fair man, jealous in like degree of 
the rights of defendants and the 
dictates of the statute? 
Since last March he has by every 
means at his command shouted from 
: the rooftops that he had ample evi- 
dence to convict ranking officers of 
' the Boston police department of grave 
" derelictions of duty The slightest sug- 
gestion that he moved too hastily, that

Dear Sir: 


On May 4th I had a letter from you relative to the Alphabetical Agencies 
created under the Roosevelt New Deal Party. Am sorry I could not answer sooner 


I did not send you the folder. It was sent by some one else. For many 
months I had been wondering about the number of these Bureaus. Hither there 
was no record of them, or those in charge did not want to give the information, 
so I decided to get it 


After printing a limited number to give to friends I thought might also 
be interested in seeing such a list, I became a bit uncertain, and sent out 
only a few copies as a "feeler" to names taken at random from my local mailing 
list.

Senators, Congressmen, Governors--7those high in the ranks of both 
parties--have written for copies for distribution. All ask that they be billed 
for the cost, or enclose checks. A money order for $2 from the mother of three 
boys in the armed forces--one in Africa, one in the South Pacific, and the 
youngest in a Texas-training camp. She attempted to carry on the filling station 
business her boys had to give up. The OPA was so hard-boiled she closed the 
business "improper handling of gas rationing cou sons", It has been my informa- 
tion that no two of these Bureaucrats have ever been able to agree on how they 
want anything handled

Because of his high 
professional attainments, initiative, 
untiring energy, and devotion to 
duty he rendered extremely valu- 
able services.” 

Upon his return from Prarie: he 
served aS a colonel in the Massa- 
chusetts National Guard until being 
placed on the retired list Nov. 7,’ 
1919. 

He emerged from his military re- 
tirement in January, 1941, when 
Governor Saltonstall appointed him 
to the three-man commission which 
examined candidates for the officer 
personnel of the new State Guard 
organization set up when the Na- 
tional Guard was inducted into 
federal service.
